The first action taken was adoption 
of an amendment by Senator W illis 
of Ohio, exempting c o m ribut)torus to 
community chests from taxation. 
Pensions granted by state govern­ 
ments would be exempt from federal

As the bill stand* it is a complete 
Democratic measure. The Democrats, 
with the awl of Republican insurgents, 
rewrote the bill from start to finish 
tin the floor, just as predicted when

rates three weeks ago.

The provision for a 25 per cent re­ 
duction on income taxes for 1923, pay­ 
able this year, remains in the bill, 
and as there is no objection to it from 
any Quarter it ur Ioubtedly will bi­ 
corne part of the law.
